'rhis, with the fixed Initial payment of 
$2.15 to Canadian farmers by the 
Canadian wheat board of control, 
would mean a serious financial ‘oss 
to be adjusted, It is expected that an 
oficial explanation will be forth- 
coming very shortly. 
Sanford Evans’ View 

WINNIPEG, Aug. 20.—In the inter- 
view tonight on the price of $1.80 set) 
by Great Britain ‘for Canadian 
wheat, W. Sanford Evans, who re- 
presented the millers at the recent 
conferences at Ottawa, said: 

“The situation is quite simple. This} 
price of $1.80, mentioned in the cable, 
is unquestionably, to my mind, nothing 
to do with the price with which the; 
British government will buy wheat, | 
but the price at which it will re-sell, | 
in conformity with its policy to en-| 
sure the nine-penny loaf. } 

“Great Britain absorbs the differ- 
ence between the purchase price and) 
the price necessary to allow for the 
turning out of the four-pound loaf for | 
nine-pence. Canadian wheat, grading | 
No. 1 Northern cannot be made into 
bread for ninepence a loaf. 

“Last year it cost Great 
$235,000,000 to make up the difference | 
between the price it paid for wheat | 
and the price at which it had to be) 
sold té allow for the ninepenny loaf. 
It had to charge prices for wheat 
which were less than the purchase 


price. 
Re-Selling Price 

“This $1.80 mentioned in the cable 
is the re-sale price. The cable, in my 
judgment, has nothing ot do with the 
purchase price. The British govern- 
}ment will purchase at whatever price 
it can get the wheat, and then sell at 
ja re-sale price of $1.80 in England. 

“It has been doing it before. It has 
in the past spread the difference over | 
wheat and flour. Now the cut is all | 
placed on the wheat, The govern-| 
ment decided to subsidize the loaf, 
and placed it all on the wheat, which 
will represent the ninepenny loaf.”

given to a large number of men tin 
this way.” 

Bullding operations are progressing 
well on the new schools of agriculture 
and also to the additions to the asy- 
lum at Ponoka.

The Federal Government of the

Berlin, Aug. 20.—A meeting of the 
Majority Socialists was held on Mon- 
day, protesting against the further re 
tention of German prisoners in France, 
It was the first move by the Soctalists 
in the plan to bring women forward 
as an influence for the PPturn of the 
prisoners, it being felt that they can 
arouse more sympathy than men 
Daniel Steuklen, member of the Na- 
tional assembly and Imperial commie- 
sioner for war and civilian prisoners, 
blamed France for the holding of these 
prisoners and said that’ the condition 
of the men was poor. He sald the 
men were treated well in Italy, but 
that jn Japan they were miserable ow- 
ing to different customs and methods 
of housing the prisoners there 

Many say the government apprec- 
fates there would be a tremendous 
added food problem should the pris- 
oners be suddenly returned to Ger- 
many, it is said that it would be better 
for them to remain where there is

The matter of re-establishment gra- 
for returned men will be the 
most important business to be taken 
up by the Dominion Executive of the 
Great War Veterans’ Association of 
Canada at its meeting to be held in 
Ottawa, August 29th. Thomas Dace, 
Edmonton, Alberta's representative, 
will leave the city at noon on Satur- 
day in order to be present at the con- 
ference. 

It is proposed, at this meeting, to 
extend every possible effort toward in- 
fluencing Premier Borden and his par- 
liamentary representatives to intro- 
duce the cash bonus scheme at the 
earliest nossible moment. 

Thomas Dace points out that the 
present standing of the proposal is 
such as to create optimism. Although 
no definite information is to hand 
from authoritative quarters, it is said 
that the cash bonus mroposal is meet- 
ing with more favor at present than 
any time since its inception. 

Great War Veterans officials believe 
in the reasonableness and absolute 
necessity of the payment of this cash 
bonus, along the lines of the Calgary 
resolution, and Thomas Dace, as Al- 
berta’s representative, will be one 
member of the Dominion executive 
who will molnt out that expedition in 
payment will be paramount if return- 
ed men are to be provided with ade- 
quate means toward early re-estab- 
lishment into civil life.
